While the Pemocratic Rider to Refund the 
Cotton Tax Will Not Go Through—The 
Majority Report Prepared. 

WasurncTon, February 25.—[Special.]— 

The direct land tax bill, which recently 

the senate, was today reported favor- 

ably to the house by the judiciary committee. 
THE MINORITY REPORT. 

However, Colonel Oates, of Alabama, in the 
name of the democrats of the committee, is 
preparing 2 minority report, which will hold 
that if the direct tax is refunded the cotton 


tax should be likewise refunded. 


THE AMOUNT INVOLVED. 

The direct tax carries with it seventeen 
million dollars, while the cotton tax carries 
geventy million dollars. The majority of 
the refund of the direct tax bill, however, goes 
north while the cotton tax money goesto the 
cotton growing states. 

THE CHANCES OF THE BILLS. 

The direct tax bill will certainly pass, but 
there scems no chance for the cotton tax 
amendment going through. Georgia will get 
$108,000 from the direct tax bill. It is the 
money that she paid to the government as @ tax 
on her lands during and after the war. 

Ex-Congressman 8. E. Reese, of Georgia, is 
here to see his old colleagues wish whom he 
served in congress. 

THE WORLD’S FAIR. 

The world’s fair did not come up today, as 
the Chicago men wanted time to get over their 
mellowness, caused by the celebration of their 
success last night. The bill will be changed 
to suit the Chicago business men’s 
ideas = and will then perhaps be 
passed, for the New York men now 
say that Chicago has won the fair, they don’t 
think it would be the square thing. to kill the 
bill. The majority of New York’s vote of yes- 
terday will, therefore, go for the bill. How- 
ever, nearly all the southern democrats will 
vote against a government appropriation In 
any shape. 

THE SEAL FISHERY SCANDAL. 

The story of the atteinpt of the Indiana pol- 
iticians to capture the rich seal fisheries of the 
Alaska seas is causing a great sensation here, 
and those implicated are scurrying around try- 
ing to pull Private Secretary Halford out 
of the mud. The Evening Critic is 
dealing these scheming politicians sledge-ham- 
mer blows, and intimates this evening that 
a portion of the profits were to be diverted to 
the republiean campaign fund ef Indiana in 
case ‘‘Did No. 8’’ was accepted. It also says 
the use of money is notorious. For instance, 
it says the democrats carried the state in 1876, 
andthe republicans redeemed it in ’80 by 
methods which General Grant characterized 
when he said: 

“The presidential campaign is Indiana’s 
best crop year. They sow votes and reap two 
dollar bills.” 

The democrats carried the state in 1884 as 
much through the popularity of Hendricks as 
through any other cause. Again, in 1888, the 
republicans carried it. That event is not so 
far away that there is any need of refreshment 
of the public memory as to the methods em- 
phasized. 

HELPING OUT HALFORD. 

Attorney General Michener denies that Hal- 
ford isin the scheme. Speaking of his denial 
this afternoon the Critic says: 

“The fact that few of the company’s members 
are on friendly terms with the president remains.

But Mr. Michener says that Mr. Halford did 
not know of the existence of the 
company until Sanday night, when he 
learned of it casually as a matter of gossip. Inno 
cent Elijah! But what a strange coincidence that 
he should have learned of it at the same time, and 
inthe same way that his erstwhile fellow news- 
papermen did? It was quite a casuality, so to 
speak, or will be. The plain truth is, that the 
presence of the names of these Indianapolis poli- 
ticians, long the faithful, personal and political 
followers of Benjamin Harrison, prior to his be- 
coming president, before he became senator, and 
while ke was waiting for Senater Morton to die, 
as his only hope to become the party leader in In- 
diana—the presence of the names of these hench- 
men of Benjamin Harrison in this seheme falls 
little, if at all, short of a grave public scandal. 

THE TRUTH IS PLAIN.

STILL PURSUING CALL. 


Chandler and Sherman Both Censure the 
Senator From Florida. 

WASHINGTON, February 25.—The resolution 
offered yesterday: by Mr. Chandler ceusuring 
Mr. Call for interpolating in the official report 
of the proceedings of the senate, a paragraph 
that had not been spéKeh, and that was un- 
parliamentary and personally offensive, was 
taken up, and Mr. Sherman moved its refer- 
ence to the committee on privileges and elec- 
tions. 

Mr. Call stated, as a matter of personal 
privilege, that the Washington Post contained 
an article this morning with the head lines, 
“Call's Bitter Remarks. He Slipped a Para- 
graph Into the Congressional Record.’’ That 
(Mr. Call said) was a falsehood. It conveyed 
a false impression. He had slipped into the 
Congressional Record nothing that had not 
been, in substance, uttered on the floor 
of the senate. That paragraph, with 
the exception of a few words, had been 
literally uttered on the floor. He gave notice 
to the senator from New Hampshire, who had 
arraigned him by resolution, that he (Mr. Call) 
would arraign him (Mr. Chandler) before the 
senate, and would demand investigation by 
the committee for making an accusation that 
was untrue. The remarks of the senator 
proved that he knew that the accusation was 
not true. He (Call) would convict the senator 
on evidence of hisown (that would convict 
him before a jury of respectable New Hamp- 
shire republicans) that he did hear and know 
that he (Mr. Call) had uttered on the floor of 
thie senate substantially the whole of the 
charge contained in the paragraph, and 
with a very few exceptions, every word 
contained in it. He gave notice to 
that senator that he (Mr. Call) would not sub- 
mit tamely to the imputation ty upon him. 
He would not ask censure by the senate of the 
senator from New Hampshire, but he would 
leave him to the just judgment of public 
opinion thronghout the country for having 
heard his (Mr. Call's) remarks, and having 
had neither the courage nor manhood to resent 
them. 


SENATOR SHERMAN JOINS IN. 

Mr. Sherman declared that the rules of the 
senate had just been vioiated by the senator 
from Floridain as gross a manneras he had 
ever witnessed. He had not chosen to inter- 
rupt the senator, but the Becord would show 
what he had said, and he hoped that the com- 
mittee would examine it. When the scnate 
of the United States came to such a condition 
that the word ‘‘coward’’ could be applied toa 
senator, and that senator could be charged 
with stating a_ thing falsely, it seemed 
to him that the senate was receding from the 
dignity which had distinguished it from the 
foundation of the government. He hoped that 
the senator frrm Florida would read over the 
report of what he had said and not have pub- 
lished in the Record the language which, in 
any general assembly in the world, would be 
regarded as disorderly and improper. 

Mr. Call—If I have violated any rule of 
the senate, by any observations which I have 
made today, or formerly, I withdraw them 
and apologize to the senate. 

Mr. Chandler—-“If!”’ 

Mr. Call—I did not understand that I was 
vi8lating any rule, and if Iam not at liberty 
(when a resolution reflecting on me is offered 
here) to state that it was not true, and that 
the senator, when he made the charge, knew 
eos 6 6itlU Wee «6Cot CO Ctruc, then { de 
not understand the rules of the senata. But 
ifin the judgment of any senator it is improper 
to use that language, I withdraw it and 
apologize for it. 

CHANDLER’S STATMENT. 

Mr. Chandler—lI will not reply to the gen- 
tleman from Florida this morning in unparlia- 
mentary language. I have sfated in the reso- 
lution, which is now before the senate, and 
which lam willing to have referred to tho 
committee on privileges and elections, what 
the conduct of the senator from Florida has 
been. I have recited the words which he 
used and the alterations which he made in the 
ofticial report. The facts are stated in the 
preamble. The factsare true. Thecomplaint 
which I made was that the senator had in- 
serted in his remarks words which he had not 
uttered. I did net complain in the resolution 
of the language which he _ did utter 
as being unparliamentary. When that 
question goes to the committee 
with the resolution. I hope that committee 
will make occasion toinform the senate and 
country whether or not, the language used by 
the senator was parliamentary, and what 
language may be used by senators in relation 
to each other, whether in attack or in defense. 
The senator used language about me which I 
did not hear. He wrote languagein the re- 
port ac cusing me of all crimes in the deca- 
logue, and he has now this morning charged 
me with being a coward for not replying to 
that which I did not Hear, and to that to 
which he afterwards wrote in the Record re- 
port. When the senate has decided on this 
stage what language is parliamentry to use, I 
will take oecasion to defend myself from all 
imputations from the senator from Florida. 

Mr. Hawley—I suppose that matter should 
gopromptly to the committee on privileges 
and elections, and that itis hardly proper to 
continue the discussion of it. But the remarks 
made a few minutes ago by the senator from 
Florida tempts me to say that, however much 
he may reproach the senator from New Hamp- 
shire for not having responded to his bitter and 
personal onslaught, I, with most of the sena- 
tors on this side, would have protested, in 
language as indignant as if it was directed 
against them, against that gross violation of 
parliamentary law, which he says he ecommit- 
ted the other day, and which I say he did not. 

Mr. Harris contended that the resolution 
sheuld be referred, not to the committee on 
privileges and elections, but to the committee 
on rules. 

The question was taken on Mr. Sherman’s 
motion to refer the resolution to the commit- 
tee on privileges and elections, and the motion 
was agreed to. It was also ordered that the 
proceedings of the senate on the day in ques- 
tion shall not be stereotyped until further or- 
ders. 

Mr. Call offered a resolution (which was 
agreed to) calling on the commissioner of fish 
and fisheries for information as to the produc- 
tion and gathering’ of sponges in the United 
States, and as to the best means of increasing 
the sponge industry. — 

THE TERROR AGAIN. 

At 2 o’clock Mr. Blair’s educational] bill was 
taken up as “‘unfinished business,’’ and Mr. 
Coke addressed the senate in opposition to it. 
He opposed it, he said. because it clearly vio- 
lated the constitution, and because as a meas- 


chievous. It had constantly declined in public 
favor until now indications gave good grounds 
to hone for its defeat. 

Senator Stanford took ihe floor in advocacy 
of the bill. Mr. Reagan obtained the floor to 
speak against the bill, and after a brief execu- 
tive session, the senate, at 5 o'clock, adjourned.

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BURIED ALL NIGHT. 


THE CAVING IN OF A NORTH CARO- 
LINA MINE. 


A TERRIBLE SCENE OF SUFFERING. 


Working All Night to Rescue the Im- 
prisoned Men—Light Let Into chem 
at Last and They are Rescued. 


Eayrr. Station, N. C., February 25.—[Spe- 
cial.]—This quiet little village was yesterday 
thrown in the wildest sort of excitement when 
it became known that forty laborers were im- 
prisoned in the Egypt coal mine, near here, 
with noearthly means of escape, and would 
probably perish in the deep pit. This is the 
only coal mine in North Carolina, and usually 
fifty laborers are employed in it, but yesterday 
there were only forty. The pit is four hun- 
dred and fifty feet in depth, and there is only 
one cage used to draw out the laborers. 

CAUGHT IN A CAVE. 

Yesterday, about noon, this cage was caught 
by a slight cave in about midway between the 
top and bottom of the only shaft at the mines, 
closing the only means for the laborers to get 
out. The report soon spread throughout the 
country, and hundreds of people gathered 
about the mines. At first nobody knew whiat 
to do, and all was confusion. The wives, 
mothers and children of the imprisoned men 
gathered about the mine, and their cries of 
agony could be heard a mile away. It was 
known that the water rose very rap- 
idly in the mine, and with no 
means to pump it off the unfortunate 
miners would soon drown if not rescued. The 
mine was entirely closed, and no voice could 
be heard from the deep pjt. It was feared 
that the mine had caved in nearer the bottom, 
and all the time cries of ‘‘oh, my poor husband 
is dead,’’ could be heard from the broken- 
hearted wives, weeping about the mine. Night 
came on, but still there were no prospects of a 
rescue. At last Samuel A. Henzen, the presi- 
dent of the coal mine company, got some 
men to work. But the crowds who had 
relatives and loved ones in the deep cave, 
could not rest. Some of the women fainted, 
and others passed restlessly about crying, with 
young babiesin their arms. It was @ most 
pitiful sight, and the distress and agony mani- 
fested was heartrending. Midnight came, but 
nobody thought of sleeping. Day began to 
dawn, and everybody were still about the mine 
weeping and crying, while the workmen were 
tirelessly working away trying to rescue the 
unfortunate men. 

‘ THE MEN ARE SAFE. 

Some brave men went down in the fastened 
cage andcutaholeinit. This let daylight 
into the cave below, and immediately a shout 
from the miners’was heard. The good tidings 
were then sent up that the ‘‘men were alive.” 
Some ropes were let down and one by one the 
men were pulled out. When the first one 
reached the ground he was at once surrouuded 
by anxious wives and mothers, who 
wanted to know if their loved 
ones were also alive. Fortunately 
all were alive, but to have remained in the 
pit a few hours longer all would have been 
dead. The water had risen four feet, and 
would have soon covered the heads of every 
men. They were all wet,cold and half dead 
when taken from the mine, but so 
much overcome with joy at being res- 
cued that they all seemed cheerful. 

3 A VICTIM TALKS. 

Today the correspondent talked with a mem- 
ber or the unfortunate men, and heard him tell 
of their experience. 

‘‘We did not expect to be rescued at all,’’ 
remarked an old man, who had a large fam- 
ily. Continuing, he said: 

‘*‘We felt sure that the mine had caved in at 
the top, and not a man of us ever expected to 
be taken out of that pit alive. We all hud- 
dled as close together as we could get, 
and spent the entire time in singing 
and praying. We knew at the rate the water 
was rising on us, that it would be only a mat- 
ter of a few hours before we would ak drown, 
and it required a lot of talk and persuation to 
keep some of the men from laying down in the 
water and drowning even before it was three 
feet deep. We all concluded to stand on our 
feet just as long as we could stand. When we 
could stand no longer we had agreed to all lay 
down in the water at the same time and die. 
It was an awful time, and I think we all suf- 
fered the horrors of a hundred deaths. We 
were simply overcome with joy when we saw 
daylight break through the hole in the caye, 
and I cannot tell you how I felt.” 


BODY SNATCHERS SURPRISED. 


The Louisville Physicians Detected in Grave 
Robbery. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., February 25.—While the 
storm was at its height after midnight last 
night, a party of grave robbers in Northern 
eemetery, at New Albany, were surprised in 
the act of desecrating the resting place of the 
dead, and one of them was killed. Three oth- 
ers were arrested and placedin jai), but the 
fifth escaped. The party consisted of three 
Louisville physicians—Dr. J. T. Blackburn 
and Dr. W. E. Grant, and another whose name 
is unknown, and colored assistants. They had 
gone over to steal the bodies of Thomas John- 
son and Edward Pearce, which were buried 
last Sunday, and had deliberately planned the 
affair. They were betrayed, however, by a 
boy whom they had employed to point out the 
graves they wanted, and as soon as they begun 
operations they were ordered to hold up their 
hands. Instead of obeying they ran, and a 
volley was fired. One colored man was killed, 
and one escaped. The three physicians were 
captured. 


HE IS A NIHILIST. 


A Dying Man Confesses He Was in a Plot to 
Kill the Czar. 

Sr. Paut, Minn., February 25.—A Pioneer 
Press special from Pierre, N. D., says a man 
fell from a scaffold at the electric light works 
last night and broke both thighs. He was at 


in contact with an electric light and was 
stunned, falling one hundred feet. He thought 
he was about to die, and madeaconfession. He 
is an exile from Russia, being implicated in a 
great plot to blow up the czar two years ago, 
and gavethe namesof several high Russian 
officials who were also concerned. He has 
important documents in his possession to sub- 
stantiate his assertion, and has promised fur- 
ther developments.

STERDAY'S STORM. 


GREAT DAMAGE IN TEENESSEE, 
OHIO AND KENTUCKY. 


RAILROAD BRIDGES DEMOLISHED. 


Buildings Wrecked in Johnsonville—Damage 
to Gas; Main in Dayton, and Rivers 
Kunning Over Their Banks. 


JOHNSONVILLE, Tenn., February 25.—[Spe- 
cial.]}—One of the fiercest and most destruct- 
ive storms that has ever swept over our town 
occurred about one o’clgck today, accompa- 
nied by lightning, thunder and heavy rains. 
Two spans Of the Nashville, Chattanooga and 
St. Louis railroad bridge across the Tennessee 
river, were entirely demolished, rendering it 
impossible for trains to pass over at present. 
Several buildings were blown down here, but 
no loss of life is yet reported. The colored 
Methodist charch and the Odd Fellow’s hall, 
lately built by the colored people here, went 
down in the storm. The steamer Crusader, 
lying at our wharf, had her pilot house and 
roof torn away, but she will soon be repaired 
and will do the transferring at the bridge. 
All telézvaph communication west of John- 
sonville is cut off, as the wires are tangled in 
the debris below the bridge. The river has 
begun to rise with 13 7-10 feet on the gauge, a 
rise of two feet today. 

A HURRICANE IN TEXAS. 


Sr. Lours, Mo., February 25.—A special to 
the Post-Dispatch says a terrible hurricane 
swept over a poriion of northern Texas this 
morning. “The Masonic hall in Gainesville 
was torn to pieces and the courthouse unroofed, 
the Santa Fe railroad depot unroofed and 
twenty buildings blown down, Several per- 
sons were injured. The damage will aggre- 
gate $200,000, 

IN KENTUCKY. 

HoPpxKINSVILLE, Ky., February 25.- One of 
the most violent and destructive storms ever 
known in gouthern Kentucky passed over this 
section yesterday morning, destroying several 
houses and doing great injury to property. In 
the vicinity of Bellevue, a village south of this 
city, six tobacco barns, with all their contents, 
were des ed, and a dozen houses were un- 
roofed and blown down. The rain fell in tor- 
rents and the wind blew a perfect cyclone 
over the city, doing great damage. The river 
at this place is almost out of its banks, being 
higher than known before in years. 

LIGHTNING AT DAYTON. 

Dayton, Ohio, February 25.—A terriffic 
electric storm, with heavy rain, flooded the 
rivers here yesterday. The repropsand levees 
were slashed out, and a ten-inch natural gas 
main was torn away. Thewater of the creek 
shot into the air like a geyser and a column of 
gas, resembling black smoke, ascended two 
hundred feet, terrifying the people. The in- 
jury to the gas shuts out the west side from 
fuel for heating and cooking purposes. The 
tiood is subsiding. 

At Lima, Ohio, there is heavy damage from 
the flood. Many county bridges were swept 
away, and also the railroad bridges of the Cin- 
cinnati, Hamilton and Dayton railroad. 

ALL THROUGH INDIANA. 

Considerable damage has been done to rail- 
road property all over Indiana by heavy rains 
in Indianapolis and vicinity. Several small 
bridges have been washed away. 

The Evansville and Terre Haute bridge over 
Eel river is so weakened that even footmen 
are not permitted onit. Franklin is practi- 
cally cut off from railroad communication. 

The Panhandle bridge over Mad river, this 
side of Columbus, O., was washed out, and 
trains on that division are compelled to go 
around over the Little Miami road. 

At Laura, on the eastern division of the C. 
J. & W. road, a passenger train came through 
the water so deep last night that it put out the 
fire under the boiler. A freight train tried to 
follow soon after, but was too late, and several 
cars were wrecked. 

Just north of Vincennes is Kelso creek. Last 
night it washed out 150 feet of the Indianapolis 
and Vincennes track. 


THE DISASTER AT WALNUT GROVE. 


Details Coming In ef the Destruction by the 
Breaking of the Dam. 

Prescott, Ariz., February 25.—The worst 
fears in regard to the Walnut Grove disaster 
are more than realized, although particulars 
come in slowly and are still meager. Two 
prospectors arrived late last night from the 
upper dam. They say that they camped about 
the dam on Friday night. At about 1 o’clock 
Saturday morning the dam _ broke, the water 
rushing down the narrow, steep canyon in a 
body eighty feet high. They state that not 
even aremnantof the dam exists. The im- 
mense body of water, one and a half miles 
— and sixty feet deep, was emptiedin an 

our. 

They had talked with many from the 
smaller dam, fifteen miles below, who said 
that up to Saturday evening twenty-five bodies 
had been recovered, but could give no addi- 
tional names. Tbe survivors were in the 
greatest destitution, having neither provisions 
nor clothing. A number of grain sacks were 
being used in lieu of clothing. The camp of 
the workmen engaged in building the flume 
has not been heard from at all, and it is feared 
that all are lost.

| COMPLICITY IN THE HAWES MURDER 


The Negro Hack Driver Who is Accused of 
Having Carried the Bodies Off. 

BirMInGHAM, Ala., February 25.—[{Special.] 
Another arrest has been made in the celebra- 
ted Dick Hawes murder case. Will Roebuck, 
a negro hack driver, was arrested today on 
suspicion of being the man who helped carry 
the bodies of Mrs. Hawes and Irene from the 
cottage to the lake, half a mile awao. Cir- 
cumstances, developed soon after the crimes 
were discovered, indicated that the bodies 
were carried tothe lake in a vehicle of some 
kind. Suspicion pointed to Willi Roebnck, 
who was a friend of Fannie Bryant, the negro 
woman convicted as the accomplice of Hawes. 
When the detectives secured enough evidence 
to warrant the arrest of Roebuck, he could not 
be found, having suddenly sold his hack and 
left the city. A search was made for him, but 
noclew to his whereabouts was discovered. 
Today a policeman met Roebuck on the street, 
and arrested him. He denies all knowledge 
of the crime, and says he never 
saw Dick Hawes. He admits that he left 
the city soon after the Hawes murdcrs and 
went to Hot Springs, Ark. From there he 
went to Little Rock, and later to Memphis, 
and returned here faturday night. Roebuck 
says he knew Fanny Bryant, but was only 
slightly acquainted with her. The evidence 
against Roebuck is all circumstantial, but is 
said to be rather strong, and his sudden 
flight from the city was suspicious. In the 
confession which Dick Hawes has written, to 
be made public after his death, it is said, he 
states, thata white man drove the vehicle in 
which the bodies of his wife and child were 
conveyed to the lake, but he does not know 
the name of the man. ‘Roebuck will be given 
a preliminary trial tomorrow or next day.

Rube Burrows Runs off an Atlanta Book 
Agent. 

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., Februarp 25.—[Special.] 
—A young man giving his name as W.N. 
Willingham, arrived here this morning from 
Lamar county, and says he was run out 
of that county by the friends of Rube 
Burrows, the noted outlaw and train robber. 

Willingham is agent for an Atlanta publish- 
ing house, and was selling family Bibles in 
Lamar county. He carried in his pocketa 
printed description of Rube Burrows in order 
that he might recognize the great outlaw if 
he should meethim. Yesterday Willingham 
was in the neighborhood where the relatives 
of Burrows live, when half a dozen rough 
looking men armed with repeating rifles and 
revolvers stopped and searched him. They 
told him he was a detective in disguise, and 
the book agent business was played out. 
When they found the description of Burrows 
their suspicions were corfirmed, and 
they told Willingham if he did not 
leave the county inside of twenty- 
four heurs he would be a dead man. 
He was badly frightened, and hastened to Sul- 
ligent, the nearest railroad station, where he 
took the fitst train to thiscity. Willingham 
says that Rube Burrows himself was one of the 
men in the party who seached him, which is 
not improbable, as Burrows is known to be in 
Lamar county again. A prominent citizen of 
that county, who was here today, states that 
he saw Burrows, and talked with him three 
days ago. Several detectives here have volun- 
teered to go to Lamar county with Willing- 
ham, if he will go along as guide, but he says 
no sum of money would tempt him to go back 
there. 


THE MISSISSIPPI TREASURY. 


The Experts Say the Treasurer Will Be All 
Right. 

JACKSON, Miss., February 25.—[Special.]— 
Messrs. Waite and Griffith, cashiers respect- 
ively of the Forrest National and Capital 
State banks, of this city, who are, at the re- 
quest of the late Treasurer Hemingway, in- 
vestigating his accounts, say, in substance, to- 
night, that Hemingway was in office four days 
after the close of his report, on December 31, 
1889, and that the books show that during 
these four days he received into the treasury, 
in round numbers, on'y about $10,000, and 
paid out of the treasury about $150,000, as fol-

THE TWO CONVENTIONS CALLED 


And the Basis of ‘Representation Fixed—The 
Republicans Picking Up Courage— 
The Alliance Feature. 


Montoomery, Ala., February 25.—[Special.] 
The Alabama state campaign is now in fail 
swing. Until the date of the democratic con- 
vention tiie factions of that party will keep up 
a lively exchange of compliments, and after 
that date the battle will be between the demo- 
cratic nominee and the standard bearér of the 
republicans. 

THE TWO CONVENTIONS. 

The state executive comniittee of the demo- 
cratic party met hereon the 20th, and was 
called to order by the chairman, Colonel H. 
bb. Tompkins. A resolution was adopted calling 


- the state convention to meet in Montgomery 


on the 28th of May next. The basis of repre- 
sentation agreed upon gives each county one 
delegate for every 300 democratic votes cast for 
governor in the last election, and one delegate 
for each fraction of that number exceeding 150 
votes. Atthe next state convention a gov- 
ernor and other state officers will be nominated. 
There are now six avowed gubernatorial candi- 
dates in the field, and the campaign is growing 
exciting. The Farmers’ Alliance, under the 
leadership of Hon. R. T. Kolb, is a strong 
political factor in this state. Kolb is the alli- 
ance candidate for governor, though he pro- 
poses to submit to the democratic convention, 
and he is one of the strongest men in the field. 

The executive committee of the republican 
party met this morning and was called to order 
by Chairman R. A. Mosley, Jr. The follow- 
ing members were present: R. A. Moseley, 
Jr., H. A. Wilson, D. B. Booth, W. B. Green- 
A. E. Statton, G. W. Braxdale, A. N. Me- 
Ewen, 8. J. Sims, A. Royal, J. H. Thompson, 
W.D. Gaskins and G. W. Small, making 
thirteen out of the sixteen members of the 
committee. The discussion of the matter of 
representation was first brought up, and it was 
decided to adopt the basis of two years ago, 
which was two delegates for each member of 
the house of representatives and two delegates 
at large from each county. The subject of the 
time and place of holding the convention was 
taken up, and brought on a lengthy 
discussion, there being strong advocates of 
both Montgomery and Selma. Montgomery 
was selected as the place for holding the con- 
vention, and June 4th, at 11 in the morning as 
the time of meeting. 

A resolution was adopted indorsing Mr.M. C. 
Duftie as congressman from the fourth dis 
trict, and appealing to the republican congress- 
men to give him the seat now filled by Mr. 
Turpin. By special resolution Jefferson county 
was allowed twelve instead of six votes in the 
convention. The members of the committee 
do not talk about the probable result of the 
convention, but itis likely that a full state 
ticket will be putin the field.

CONSTITUTION several months ago, but. it 
would perhaps be well at this time to briefly 
eecall it. 

BRANNON’S FIRST ESCAPE. 

Brannon is a very large and powerful man, 
sndowed with almost herculean strength, and 
aver which presides a shrewd and cunning in- 
telligence. He was sent to the asylum eight 
vr ten years ago, but managed to escape from 
his vigilant keepers, and wandered back to 
his home in the lower part of this county, 
where his wife and children were living. 

His insanity did not assume a dangerous 
form, and fora long while he wasnot mo- 
lested. Last sammer, however, he began a 
seign of terror in the community where he 
lived. Wherever he journeyed he went armed 
tap-a-pie, having on his person generally a 
horseman’s pistol, a gun and a bowie-knife. 

EXERCISING FREE REIN. 

He came to the conclusion that the best and 
sheapest way to get along was to live off his 
neighbors. So when he wanted corn he would 
ride his cart into a neighbor’s field, break 
down as many ears as he could carry faway, 
and drive off; purchases at the store he would 
promise to settle for on judg- 
ment day; meat hung in plenty 
im his neighbors’ smokehouses, and he sup- 
plied himself bounteously from their store. 
Everybody was afraid of him, and, conscious 
of his power, he lorded it with a high and un- 
sparing hand. 

At last he shot down on the side of the road 
two cows belonging to one of his neighbors, 
and a warrant was issued for hisarrest. Sheriff 
Mills with a posse of four or five went to his 
house to make the capture. He was decoyed 
from his home down the road a short way, 
but his sharp and glittering eye soon discoy- 
ered his captors lying in ambush. 

SHOT BY THE SHERIFF.

will fall into line with you, so that the state her- 
self may be made to feel and see her own pitiable 
shame and dis é in this matter. 

I have watched and studied the evil effects of 
mixing up all sorts of men, women and children 
in one common pen of iniquity and disgrace, until 
the enormity of the outrage has disgusted me be- 
yond expression, and the more you will look and 
study it, the more you will despise and abhor it. 

I hada bill —— through the house at our last 
session of the legislature, authorizing and permit- 
ting the county commissioners of Bibb county, to 
make some suitable arrangements for the care 
and keeping of the women and children in our 
county chaingang, but when the bill reached the 
senate, somebody was wise enough to :pronouce it 
unconstitutional, and like some other important 
measures introduced by myself, it died at the 
hands of “senatorial courtesy,” as I was after- 
wards informed. And I presume the shame and 
disgrace of working women and children on the 
public highways of our county, will be continued 
yet a little while longer. 

But the better side of public sentiment and the 
safer side of public opinion will not te the 
out a at while, and, sooner or later, the 
counties and the state will be of your way of 
thinking and acting, without the help of the leg- 
islature.

When they establish 
a railroad commission with ample powers, as 
we have done in Georgia, and as they pro- 
pose.to do in Virginia, the people are on 
top, and railroad corporations are public 
agents responsible for the trust reposed in 
them. The whole matter is in the hands of 
the state—the people. Ifa railroad makes 
its schedules and its tariff oppressive, unjust 
and inconvenient, the people have their 
remedy through a state commission. 

Virginia should study the workings of the 
commission in Georgia. In this state the 
people and the railroads have their rights so 
well adjusted that they have nocause to 
fear each other. 


Good Advice. 

The esteemed New York Sun advises dem- 
ocratic papers to stop abusing democrats. 
This advice is singularly apt and timely, and 
chimes in with the suggestions made at va- 
rious times by THE CONSTITUTION.

‘mendous row over the choice of a site, and 
the wrangle was concluded just in time to 
permit Mr. Platt, the boss of the republican 
party, to give the scheme its death stroke, 

These things were calculated to disgust 
the whole country, including congressmen, 
and the result is that Chicago has been 

hosen as the site of the fair, although there 
weré weighty reasons why New York should 
“have been chosen, other thirigs being equal.

From the first, Chicago has been imbued 
with something of the Atlanta spirit. Her 
people got together, so to speak, and perfect 
harmony has prevailed among them from 
the first.

Beware of Quinine. 

The Rev. Dr. George C. Larimer inno- 
cently made a bad break in his recent lec- 
ture in Holyoke, Mass. 

The doctor was lecturing to a crowded 
house on ‘‘The French Revolution,’’ but 
instead of sticking to his subject, he sud- 
denly branched off in an attack upon the 
Catholic religion.

Voters and Taxes, : 
is it constitutional to require of a voter the 
payment of a poll-tax and other taxes? 

This question is becoming a burning is- 
sue in Massachusetts, where the law on the 
snbject is similar to our Georgia law. A 
writer in the Boston Globe takes the posi- 
tion that under the fourteeuth amendment 
no state has the right to deprive voters of 
the voting privilege for the non-payment of 
taxes. That amendment says: ‘*Repre- 
sentatives shall be apportioned 
among the _ several states accord 
ing to their respective numbers, counting 
the whole number of persons in each state, 
excluding Indians not taxed.’’ Nota word 
about other persons who do not pay taxes. 
The amendment goes on to provide: ‘But 
when the right to vote at any election is de- 
nied to any of the male inhabitants of such 
state, being twenty‘one years of age, and 
eitizens of the United States, orin any way 
abridged, except for participation in the re- 
bellion, or other crimes, the basis of repre- 
sentation shall be reduced,’’ ete,

“T can say to i that the fruit of Georgia is 
not killed,’’ said he yesterday. ‘“‘I have exam- 
inéa the trees thoroughly, both in Atlanta and 
at my home in Polk county, and I find the 
limbs alive. 

‘‘Mr. Stephens said that wherever the peach 
trees are not in bloom now they are dead, and 
as hardly any ofjthem are in bloom that would 
mean that the whole crop is dead. This is a 
mistake. None of my h trees are in 
bloom, and when I cut the limbs I found them 
alive. ss! LaConte pears are blooming beau- 
tifully. In fact, I have never lost a crop of 
them in Polk.’’ 

Mr. E. T. Shubrick, of the penetentiary de- 
partment, was in southwest Georgia last 
week, and saw no signs of peach blooms.: :‘*On 
the contrary,’’ said he, “I noticed that the 
fruit trees, excpt pears and plums, were more 
backward than the woods. f saw oak trees in 
full leaf, but did not see any peach blossoms.”’ 

Captain John M. Kell, who lives at Sunny- 
side, near Griffin, has nine acres of peach 
trees, and has not discovered any trouble. 

‘*There are no blooms as yet,’’ said he, ‘‘and 
the buds have not swelled enough to be hurt 
even byice. <A hard frost now would not hurt 
my orchard at all. In fact, I think a cold 
shap every two weeks would be beneficial to 
the crop.’’ 

Treasurer Hardeman, who spends his Sun- 
days at Oxford, says he thought his peach 
limbs were dead, but on examination he found 


they were all right. 

Judge John D. Cunningham, who has be- 
tween 30,000 and 40,000 peach trees near 
Griffin, 4 will pyt out 30,000 trees this 
spring and fall in Cobb county, was asked 
about the condition ofthe cfép.-=  * 

“Tt is utterly impossible to tell at this time 
whether the peach crop is killed,’ said he. 
“‘Imethe figst place, I don’t see how it could 
have been killed, when the trees haye not 
bloomed. I have been planting peaches since 
1868, and Inever knew a crop killed before 
April. I never knew but one crop killed by a 
freeze, and that was in April, possibly the lat- 
ter part of March. There was one year when 
I saw the icicles hanging to the blooms, and it 
turned out to be a good fruit year. The rain 
came and washed off the ice fore the sun 
struck is; and the crop was not dama¥ed. 

‘As to the souring of the sap, that is a new 
idea. I don’t think there is anythinginit. I 
don’t consider the peach crop absolutely safe 
until the first of May. It is not hurt so 
far, butitis impossible to say what may happen 
in the next four weeks. I think a cold snap 
every few weeks would give us a good crop. 
The location has a good deal to do withit. I 
buy hill tops for orchards. 

‘In the last five years we had two crops, and 
in the five preceding we had three. I think 
you can count on five crops in ten years. 
One good crop will pay.”’

——Here is a clipping from the Henry County 
Times that cannot fail to command attention in 
many of the cities and towns of the state, where 
progressive citizens just at this time are consid- 
ering the matter of building small manufactur- 
ing enterprises: “While in conversation with a 
gentleman recently, who is well posted in such 
matters, we asked him to name some manufactur- 
ing enterprise that could be started with a small 
outlay of capital, and he suggested a soap fac- 
tory. The suggestion isa good one, and one our 
people ought to adopt. Every year our people 
buy large quantities of soap from northern manu- 
facturers, when theycould manufacture the same 
article just as well themselves, and not only keep 
the money paid for it at home, but afford a profit 
to those engaged in manufacturing it, increase 
home industrial activity and furnish employment 
for workmen. The cost of soap in one family 
is a mere trifle, but in the aggregate the 
amount paid for it in our county each year is 
quite large. Suppose a family pays ten dollars 
a year for soap, and there aretwo hundred fam- 
ilies in town, $2,000 goes out of the tuwn every 
year that, should, by all means, stay at home. In 
such a town asoap factory would be a paying in- 
yestmenht, for it conld command not only the local 
trade, but also considerable from the adjoining 
country. Almostany building that would keep 
out the rain would do for a factory, and the outfit 
would be comparatively inexpensive. Cotton seed

better, indeed, than the mixture of putrid greases

THE SOUTHERN QUESTION. 


Northern Interests Demand the Just Treat- 
ment of the South. 
From the New York Herald. — 
In your your editorial, “Stand from Under,” in, 
Friday's Herald, you express the belief that a law 
to control federal elections and the attempt in gen- 


eral to out the full negro vote in the southern 
eeien ina cause such laa disorders in that 


section of the country as would be ruinous to its 
industries and make unprofitable or bring to loss 
the northern capital invested in those states. You 
suggest, therefore, that northern public opinion 
should be aronsed to oppose such legislation. Now 
I want to ask you whether, if the mere has the 
vote, congress is not right to pass iaws which 
will secure him this right? 

We answer otir correspondent: In the article 
which he correctly describes we did not discuss 
the right or wrong of the negro’s political situa- 
tion. We undertook to warn the northern owners 
of capital invested in the south that if the repub- 
licans carry out their announced southern policy 
they will create such general disorders in the 
south as will make life and property insecure and 
interrupt and prostrate all industrial enterprises 
and ventures in that region, and thus cause very 
great and ruinous losses. 

About that we have no doubt. The attempt 
once more to put the heels on top; the deliberate 
scheme, by laws which will require troops to en- 
fore them, to subject intelligence and property in 
the southern states to the control of banded and 
organized ignorance and poverty, cannot succeed 
without flinging that unfortunate section into 
such disorder as would bring ruin on every enter- 
prise and put a stop to its industrial development. 

In the years immediately following the war, 
when the negro, under carpet bag management, 
misruled in the southern states, the north had 
nothing at stake—northern capital and northern 
enterprise had not then gone down there. Matters 
have very greatly changed since then. The south 
is now the promised land of northern enterprise 
and capital. A great many millions have been in- 


- vested down there in mills, mines, railroads, fac- 


tories and works of all kinds. A great many 
thousand northern men are either there or pecu- 
niarly interested there. No great calamity can 
nowadays overtake the. south without being very 
seriously felt all over the north. 

The south was at peace for eight years. Presi- 
dent Arthur and President Cleveland had no 
“southern question’ ig heir messages to con- 
gress. The Faces were getting on quietly with 
each other until the republicahs ¢afhe-in again 
and began at once to stimulate the hopes of the 
negro demagogues for a new return of negro rule, 
The negroes in all the south are bandedtogether 
politically, with no relation to the wants or poli- 

iss of the states in which they live. Their atsi- 
tude is not that of citizens, but of outsiders, look- 
ing solely to their own selfish interests—their am- 
bition to control for their own advantage. Itisa 
combination of the ignorance and poverty 
of those states, in seven or eight of which the 
colored men outnumber all the other yoters. The 
republican sheme is by laws which, as we have 
said, will necessitate the use of troops—because, 
without troops, the negroes will not stand their 
ground—to incite and force this combination of 
the ignorance and poverty of those states to take 
control of the state and local governments; to lay 
and spend the taxes in statesand counties, to 
make the laws, to administer courts. 

We say confidently that this policy will bring 
on race troublesin the south which will make 


life and property insecure, will disturb and pros- 
trate industries of that region and will force in 
this way a great calamity on the whole country, 
We believe this will happen if the republican pro- 
gramine is earried out, because the people of New 
York,of Massachusetts, of Ohio or lowa,would not 
stand quiet and see themselves and their property 
swamped by a combination of voters represent- 
ing the banded ignorance and poverty of these 
states. 

Therefore, we say that for the welfare of the 
north, as well as of the south—and of northern 
interests even more than of southern interests—it 
is expedient for northern public opinion to make 
itself heard in opposition to the republican pro- 
gramme. 

Our correspondent asks whether congress ought 
not to pass laws to enforce the negroes’ right to 
vote. Weanswer, no. To do so is only to encour- 
age the blacks to band together 
against the public interest and welfare. Conr- 
gress ought to leave the negroes alone. It has 
nothing to do with them as negres. When the 
federal power turns its back on them, and not till 
then, will they become citizens in the true sense 
and begin for the first time since freedom and cit- 
izenship were bestowed upon them to vote as 
other men do—with regard to the general welfare, 
and not as a self-seeking ‘“‘combine.” 

STATE POLITICS, 

——Several south Georgia papers have in com- 
plimentry terms suggeted Hon. Rufus E. Lester for 
governor. It-is cloimed that Congressman Lester 
would much prefer being the chief executive of 
the state than to remain in congress. 

——-Frank Leverett, of Eatonton, who is an- 
nounced as a candidate for secretary of state, is 
being warmly supported for that position by 
many friends in the state who formed a strong 
attachment for him while serving with him in the 
legislature. His candidacy is favorably com- 
mented upon by many of our state exchanges. 

—-The political pot is bubbling in Chatham 
county, particularly with reference to legislative 
honors. Itissaid that the three most prominent 
candidates for the house, and the ticket most 
likely to be elected, will be Colonel Peter Riley, 
William Clifton and Major G. M. Ryals. Messrs. 
Riley and Clifton were in the last legislature, and 
Major Ryals served Chatham county in the house 
several years ago. This ticket is regarded as a 
strong one. Colonel Riley is a merchant, and very 
popular with the Savannah military, being 
lieutenant colonel of the First Georgia regiment. 
Mr. Clifton is a prominent young attorney, 
and Major Ryals is popular with aliciasses. Heis 
probaly the largest truck farmer in that section, 
having last year cleared $30,000 on one hundred 
and twenty-five acres of land planted in vegeta- 
bles for the northern market. Captain W. W. Gor- 
don, it is said, will likely be sent to the senate 
from that district. He has served Chatham county 
three terms in the lower house of representatives 
and now his friends express a wish to see him go 
one step higher in legislative honors. The Savan. 
nah Times is of the optnion that while Hon. 
F. G. duBignon is not a candidate 
for governor, still a delegation will be most likely 
sent to the state convention favoring him for that 
office. Savannah’s contests for the legislature are 
generally very mild affairs, and are generally set- 
tled by a mass meeting of the citizens at the op- 
era house. The will of this meeting is generally 
the will of the people of Chatham county.

AN OLD CITIZEN GONE. 


Some Particulars of the Life of Mr. John 
H. Jentzen. 

A few lines announcing the death of Mr. 
John H. Jentzen appeared in yesterday’s Con- 
STITUTION. 

Mr. Jentzen’s death was sudden and unex- 
pected. During the last few weeks he has had 
several attacks, but it was thought that his 
fine constitution would tide him over them. 

A week ago today, his daughter, Miss Dora, 
was married to Mr. McKenzie, of Augusta, Ga., 
and the occasion was made one of general re- 
joicing at the home of the fond parents, on 
West Peters street. 

Mr. Jentzen was at his place of business, on 
Whitehall street, during the remainder of the 
week, 

On Monday night he was rather feeble, and 
had his physician, Dr. Christian, with him, 
and near midnight he appeared quite cheerful, 
and talked with the doctor and his wife, who 


gave him every attention. 


Dr. Christian and Mr. Jentzen’s oldest son, 
Mr. Will Jentzen, left the house, and Mrs. 
Jentzen lay down on the bed without undress- 
ing. Shortly after 1 o’clock she was awakened 
by a rattling noise in her husband’s throat, . 
and she found that he was dying. 

In the arms of those who loved him best he 
passed away. 

Mr. Jentzen has been longa citizen of At- 

lanta. He was born in the village of Gesten- 
dorf, Holland, Germany, in August, 1840. 
_ He came to America with a party of young 
Germans in 1854. Mr. John Domini and Mr. 
George Ruhman are both natives of the same 
town, and A. G. Domini came over with Mr. 
Jentzen. 

In 1858 Mr. Jentzen came to Atlanta, and 
shortly afterward became a member of Volun- 
teer Fire company No.1, of which he wasa 
member at the time of his death. 

He married Alice Myrtis Bateman, a 
daughter of Dr. Bateman, in 1862. Miss 

3ateman came from near Culloden, and it 
was her husband’s boast, all his life, that he 
had married a Georgia girl. 

During the troublous times of the civil war 
Mr. Jentson was faithful to the cause, and, as 
member of No. 1 fire company, had many a 
hard fight with Sherman’s shells. 

When he first came to the city Mr. Jentson 
was connected with Mr. Muhlenbrink in 
business. After the war he was with Mr. John 
Graefer for some time, and then went into 
business on his own account. 

Less than a year ago his eldest son, Mr. Will 
Jentzen, was married, and less than a week 
before his death, his~eldest daughter, Miss 
Dora, was married. His other son and daugh- 
ter, Mr. John Jentzen and Miss Myrtis Jent- 
zen, remain unmarried. 

Mr, Jentzen’s death isavery sad one, and 
many friends will join their sympathies with 
the grief-stricken family. He was a Mason, a 
member of Schiller lodge, and of Empire en- 
campment, Independent Order of Odd Fel- 
lows; of Atlanta council, No. 160, Royal Arca- 
num; and of the Atlanta Turn Verein. He 
was a good and faithful member of 
all these orders, and they will turn 
out to attend his funeral today. 

The services will be conducted at the resi- 
dence at 2 o’clock this afternoon, Rev. Mr. 
Klerner, of the German Lutheran church, of 
which Mr. Jentzen was a member, officiating, 
and there will be many friends who will at- 
tend tc pay their last respects to a man whose 
charity was proverbial, and whose unstinted 
generosity amounted almost to a fault. :

Dol——’”’ 

“Hold on,” presisted the young man. ‘“‘Who 
bid a dollar and a half?” 

“Own up! Come down! Stop that!’ 

The crowd was boiling over. 

The auctioneer finally began again, com- 
mencing at a quarter, and the crowd crowed 
over its victory. 

As the price mounted towards the $4 mark 
there was a rally by the crowd. 

‘*‘Don’t bid over a dollar!’’ was the ery. 

“Everybody stop at a dollar!’’ 

“Bump the man that bids more than @ 
dollar!’’ 

‘*Plenty of seats left!’’ 

This had some effect, and the price was 
finally forced back to $3.10, with apoplectic 
starts at $3.15 to $3.25, and back again.

And a lot of contradictory answers that left 
the inquirer as ignorant as ever. 

During one of these pauses in the bidding 
the cry was started: 

‘‘ Another opera house !’’ 

The idea was taken up greedily. 

**¥’ll subscribe a thousand !’’ 

**Here’s another thousand!’’ 

‘‘T’l] subscribe twenty-five hundred !’’ 

Mr. Fulton Colville and Mr. Will Hill, who 
were sitting together some distance back, kept 
the score until the total reached $27,000, and 
here it was interrupted by the auctioneer:

There was no trouble about selling the seats 
on the lower fioor, and even those in the dress 
circles brought handsome premiums—almost as 
much in the front rows as for the seats in the 
parquet.

The Railroad Commission m Session—A 


Question of Importance—Work in the 
Department. 


| Governor Gordon has not yet taken any 


definite action toward appointing a judge for 
the Wayne circuit, Messrs. O. F. Littlefield, 
J. J. Bell and John Massey are the three éan- 
didates for the office. and as each one has se- 
ctred a powerful backing the governor finds 
some difficulty in ascertaining the real prefer- 
ence of the people. It is rumored about the 
capitol, and it is generally believed, however, 
that O. F. Littlefield will be the governor’s 
choice when he finally makes a decision, 


The railroad commission held a protracted 
session yesterday and they were called on to 
adjudicate a case of more than ordinary im- 
portance. Representatives of the Central 
railroad, and a delegation from Albany, were 
before the commission, with a petition that 
the Central road shall, in future; be allowed to 
haul cotton, fertilizers, and er farm pro- 
ducts from Albany to avannah at 
the same rate that the goods are 
hauled by the short line, which is com- 
prised of the Brunswick and Western and the 
Savannah, Florida and Western ° railroads, 
without the contracts having to reduce back as 
far as Andersonville. The case will be con- 
cluded today, and it will probably be some 
trme before the commission render a decision. 


Comptroller-General Wright has some more 
unpleasant duties to perform in administering 
the laws of the state. According to the act of 
the legislature, next Saturday will be the last 
day on which insurance companies will be 
allowéd to file their annual and semi 
annual statements. After next Satur- 
day, all insurance companies not hav- 
ing filed their statements will lose the 
right to do business in the state. The delin- 
quent agents are in a worse state than the com- 
panies, as, if they continue to do business, they 
commit a misdemeanor and are liable to arrest 
and imprisonment. Comptroller Wright said 
yesterday that there were a large number of 
companies and agents who have failed to make 
any returns, and he feared that he would be 
forced to prosecute many more than usual. 


Mr. Will Henderson, of the agricultural de- 
partment, is exceedingly busy preparing the 
second fertilizer report for the year 1889 and 
’90 which will be issued next week. The full 
analysis of all fertilizers which were analyzed 
up to date will be given. The number excedes 
two hundred. 


Adjutant-General Kell received a report 
yesterday,sigting that the Eastman Volunteers 
have held their election, and have chosen 
first and second lieutenants. 


Colonel Milledge, the state librarian, is in a 
measure responsible for the rich mineral dis- 
coveries which have recently been made by 
Thomas A. Edison. Some time ago he re- 
ceived a letter from the great electrician, say- 
ing: 
Baas Sir: Will you please inform me where I 
may procure the largest and best map of the state, 
and also the county maps through which pass the 


metaliferous belts. Yours respectfully, 
THOMAS A, EDISON. 


Colonel Milledge had not the required maps, 
but after considerable trouble he obtained 
them from Colonel Waddell, of the agricul- 
tural department, and at once forwarded them 
to Mr. Edison. It was in following out the 
veins of ore described in these maps that Mr. 
Edison discovered the rich nickel deposits 
which were reported in yesterday’s ConsTITU- 
TION.

has gone to the home of her parents, and will 
probably remain there, as she was forced to 
separate from her recreant husband once before 
on account of his habits.

r Tom McKinnon is about thirty-eight years of 
age, and is the only son of his parents. They 
have done everything in their power to re- 
claim him, and in thejr heart anguish they 
have the sympathies of a large circle of friends 
who are cognizant of the circumstances. 

It is believed that Tom McKinnon has gone 
away with the woman with whom he has con- 
sorted for sometime, though this is only mere 
guess work. He had but little ready money, 
and it is thought that he was hardly able to 
get far away.

Should Be Given Ample Opportunities _ 
of Getting an Edneation. 


Hon. Joseph Lambert, couneilman from the 
fifth ward, is. working hard to establish the 
|System of aight schools for the benefit of At- 

ita’s working boys. he awa 

After carefully considering the question of 
‘night schools, Mr. Lambert has vteme to the 
conclusion that-they are'an absolute necessity, 
and he also thinks that he will ‘soon have sev- 
eral.of the schools in operation. —_. 

In speaking of the matter yesterday, he said: 

“It is generally~known that our boys who 
have.to go to work for their living, and learna 
trade in our factories and shops or clerk in 
stores, have a very poor chance to acquire an 
education; and it is also known that 
the majority of them can = barely read 
or write. If a boy who is learning a 
trade quits his job to go to school it is dowbtful 
if he will be received again. But-*even if he 
were everso sure to get it back it would simply 
retard him in learning his trade. Conse- 
quently, itis the duty of the board of educa- 
tion to look after these boys, and to snggest 
some plan by which an opportunity of acquir- 
ing an education should be given them." 

**Will the boys derive much benefit from the 
schools ?’' 

**The night school will have a decided effect 
on their morals, it will keep them out of all 
kinds of mischief and dangérous associa- 
tion; it will make them better § chil- 
dren and _ better citizens. My expe- 
rience in life has been that whenever 
education and work march handin. hand the 
best Fresult can be expected; it will 
make the best business men and most worthy 
citizens every time. We have mary such ex- 
amples in our city now.” 

“Do you think the boys will appreciate the 
schools ?’ 

“When a young child goes to school he does 
not understand the utility of an education, but 
when he has worked a year or two he sees tho 
necessity of it. Now, under our present sys- 
tem of public schools, it is too laté for him to 
regain the time lost, and he is placed beyond 
redemption ; but, with the night scheols, we 
come to his rescue and give him another 
chance. If they do not use it, it will be their 
own fault, and we can feel that we have -dis- 
charged our duty.”’ 

“Do you contemplate schools to be for both 
sexes ?’’ 

‘I do not think that a night school would be 
proper for girls, but it is essential fer the boys 
There -is no city in the United States that I 
know of, which has free night schools. But 
Atlanta, being the most progressive city in the 
south, should also be the’ first toset the good 
example.”’ 

‘Will the city give the necessary money ?’’ 

“The board of education will probably say 
we have no appropriation for thé opening of 
night schools, but I will onswer that very lit- 
tle money is needed ‘to carry out my plan.”” 

First. We have all the necessary buildings for 
the business. Second. The expenses for light 
in the suptner season would be-small. . Third. 
To begin with, I would take two-of the -most 
aecessible schoolhouses to the masses of the 
people, and to each one of those two schools 
appoint an ‘experienced teacher, who should 
not demand an extravagant salary for a couple 
hours of teaching at night. Then I would se- 
lect among the boys of the high school my as- 
sistant teachers to whom a small salary should 
be paid to encourage them.

Sexéral months since it was the general opinion 
that Hon! W. J. Northen, of Hancock; would be 
fhe next povérnor of Georgia; but since the ru- 
mored candidacy of Colonel L. F. Livingston, of 
Newton, for fhe same office, the question seems 
to be involved in some ‘doubt. r.

Somehow or other their neighbars heard of 
it. It was proved up ou them, and the boycott 
was instituted in ‘revenge. 

No violence was done. It was the general 
understanding that the twelve men were to be 
dealt with as of old, except that upon no terms 
were they to be furnished with whisky. The 
compact has been adhered to religiously. 

The boycotted men’go to the social gather- 
ings and\to church, and are treated kindly. 
But when the whisky is passed around they 
must watch it drunk in silence, or they must 
leave. They gamble with the others, tell 
stories, swap mules, interchange neighborly 
courtesies—but no whisky. 

They can’t buy it. They can’t begit. They 
are afraid to make it, for they would be 
watched and informed upon by their neigh- 
bors. 

The singular boycott shows no sign of weak- 
ening. The twelve men have professed re- 
pentance, sworn allegiance, done everything 
that the most exacting’ or cautious could de- 
mand of them, but the boycott is still on.

's Virginia is highly esteemed in the 
th as a Wine grape, and the Ives also. The 
: r is planted largely for a market grape, 
| pat the quality is abonfinable. If asked to 
3 pame thefour best, I wotld name the above 
: i, with the exception of the latter, 
ould substitute the Moore’s Dia- 
mond. The latter isthe most promising new 
@hite grape 1 know of, andis being extensively 
ted north and south, in spite of the high 
icp at which it has to be sold at present. 
Among other varieties that are worthy of 
planting, (espectally in the south) I would 
name the following: ‘Brighton, Early Red, 
Downing Black. (not hardy at the north) also 
the Ulster Prolific and Vergennes, both red, 
hardy, vigorous and productive, both good 
keepers, the latter variety the best known. I 
would also name the Agawan among the red 
grapes. 
CARLY VARIETIFS FOR SHIPMENT. 
Said another prominet grower: ‘Of the four 
sarliest kinds for distant shipment, probably 
Moore’s Early, Ives, Delaware, Moore’s Dia- 
mond all a little earlier than Concord. 
Worden is among the best, but not suited for 
distant shipment. Norton’s is suitable only 
for wine. Moore’s Diamond may be too high 
priced. In some parts of Georgia Duchess 
does very finely. In Florida Concords do not 
doas well, but Niagara, Diamond, Duchess 
and Brighton are reported as doing finely.”’ 

It will be seen that among those who know 
whereof they speak, that but comparatively 
few varieties are recommended among the 
hundreds to be found described in the cata- 
Jogues of the nurserymen. 

THE CONCORD SUPPLANTED. 

The old favorite, the Concord, appears to 
have been supplanted by newer and more iin- 
proved varieties. The Moore’s Early, so 
highly spoken of above, is said to be the earliest 
black grape known, ripening from ten to 
twenty days earlier than the Concord, having 
the same foliage and habits, and very similar 
in tlavor and quality. ‘The bunches are small 
and berries very large. Quite a furoris being 
made over the grape Known as the Moore’s 
Diamond. Among some growers the price has 
been run up as high as $500 per thousand. 
Not much has been said about the Niagara 
by the gentlemen quoted above, but 
it is already” very popular, and _ is 
one of the most beautiful white grapes known. 
The bunches are large, uniform and very com- 
pact. Itisa hardy vine and enormously pro- 
ductive, a four-year-old vine producing 140 
clusters, weighing from eight to sixteen ounces 
each. They sell at a higher price in the mar- 
ket than nearly any other variety. 

THE BUSINESS IN ITS INFANCY. 

Said a prominent northern grape-grower who 
has been on a tour of inspection through Geor- 
gia and Florida: “The grape and fruit busi- 
ness appear to bein its infancy here. I in- 
spected a large vineyard near Macon, and was 
informed by the proprietor that he sold his 
grapes at from twenty to ,thirty cents per 
pound, persons driving out to his place to buy 
them. With us we think we are fortunate. if 
we can get 24 cents per pound for our crop, 
and when you realize that™%e raise some five 
or six tons on an acre, even that price pays us 
handsomely. Figure it out, and you will see 
that it beats raising cotton. The high prices 
south cannot last. We want to make grapes 
so plentiful here that the poor can afford to 
buy and enjoy them.”’ 

Soon the south, with her skies as blue, her 
climate as charming as that of Italy, will rival 
her in her productions. Grapes will be plenti- 
ful and cheap, and the laborer’s table can be 
graced with this healthful and delicious fruit, 
fit for the menu of a king. Cheap wine will 
help to solve the temperance question, and 
ee. with their purple bloom and their life 

lood pressed into the most attractive of bey- 
erages, will add to the health and happiness of 
our people. é
